"Mills ore 
standing idle; whc.ro wages huvo not 
been stepped, they have boon reduced; 
mechanics and laborers go about seek- 
ing employment In vain; women and 
children are beginning to want bread, 
und yet the farmer can Hurt no profitable 
market for his grain. These circum- 
stances afford 
conclusive proof 
that 


few interests have boon cared for by tho 
Republican managers at tho expense of 
the Interests of the great body of tho 
people." 


The address concludes by reminding 


the Domocr.icy of tho country that these 
evils crin be eradicated only by u victory 
In November over the unscrupulous men 
who are now endeavor uc; to hoi/,o the 
residency, and that thU victory can 
only bo assured by complete organiza- 
tion.
